Geology of Death Valley 
- The Inyo mountain area of California 
shows a remarkable geological series of 


deposits which is thicker and longer in 


sequence than the famous geological sec- 


tion exposed at the Grand Canyon. (Ari- — 


gona Please note!) Mr. Earl Dillon de- 
Scribed these fine thick deposits as a 
preliminary to his talk on the Geology 


of Death Valley on November 21, The de- 
posits show that the particular spot on 
earth we call Death Valley lay deep be~ 


neath the sea for the first two thirds. 
(perhaps 300 millions years) of the 
world's known geological history, Since 
the great mountain building period of the 
Jurassic (about 150 millions years ago) 
all the area west of the Sierra Nevada 


has been land which was folded into the 


ancient Sierra range with its granite 
roots. The later uplift of these ranges. 
caused weaknesses in the crust of the — 
earth to the eastward. Whole blocks of 
country settled lower to form the rift 
valleys such as Death Valley. The ris- 
ing mountains shut off the rainfall so 
that after the Ice Age the great lake of 
Owens Valley which often spilled over 
‘into Death Valley dried up and the val- 
leys became a desert. 

The Kodachromes showed clearly that 
Death Valley is still in the making. 
Downward faulting shows as steps across 
alluvial fans of very recent origin, and 
the whole valley floor slants to one 
side so that Badwater, the lowest spot, 
lies close under the high escarpment of 
the Funeral Range instead of in the mid- 
fle of the valley where on expects to 
find the lowest spot.
